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Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Net  Death  Rate  for  this  year  is  the  same  as  that  for 
1903,  viz,  12.0  per  1000  or  48.  1 am  sorry  to  see  a large  increase 

of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  last  year  there  were  only  3 
whereas  this  year  there  are  11,  and  no  less  than  6 of  these  were 
due  to  Immaturity,  15  deaths  occurred  over  70  years  of  age  and 
6 were  80  and  upwards,  while  during  the  working  years  of  life 
(from  15  to  65)  There  were  only  9. 

Phthisis  shows  a decrease  of  one  namely  3 against  4 for  1903 
and  Cancer  has  also  decreased  from  5 to  2.

Six  inquests  were  held  as  against  3 in  1903,  4 males  and  2 
females,  burning  in  2 cases,  1 drowning,  1 immaturity,  1 chloroform. 
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aad  1 on  an  old  woman  who  was  killed  by  a train  at  the  level 
crossing  at  Barton  Farm,  where  a bridge  would  be  a great  source 
of  safety  to  the  public. 

There  is  a large  decrease,  namely : 32,  in  the  number  of 
Births,  22.1  per  1000  ==  89  against  30.1  per  1000  = 121  for  1903, 
of  the  89,  38  were  males,  51  females. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  number  of  notifiable  Diseases  is 
again  very  small,  namely,  4 the  same  as  last  year,  one  case  of 
Enteric  imported  from  outside  the  area  and  three  of  Erysipelas, 
owing  to  a severe  outbreak  of  Mumps  and  a slighter  one  of 
Chicken-pox  at  the  end  of  October  I had  to  close  the  infant  classes 
of  the  Trinity  Schools  for  a period  of  twenty-four  days,  75  per 
cent  of  the  infants  being  infected  with  one  or  the  other  complaint 
Mumps  predominating. 

The  small  number  of  notifiable  diseases  during  this  and  last 
year  is  to  be  wondered  at  for  two  reasons,  one  being  that  this 
district  lies  on  the  main  road  from  Bristol  and  Bath  to  Salisbury 
and  all  tramps  working  that  way,  pass  through,  and  secondly 
large  quantities  of  non-disinfected  rags  are  continually  arriving 
and  being  carried  through  the  town  to  the  flock  mills  at  Avoncliff. 
This  year  the  smaller  number  of  notifiable  diseases  cannot  be  put 
down  to  the  large  rainfall  having  flushed  the  sewers,  as  for  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year,  there  has  not  been  sufficient  rain  to  do 
anything  of  the  sort. 

In  making  house  = to  = house  inspection  I have  been  greatly 
struck  with  the  great  improvement  there  is  in  the  sanitary 
arrangements  of  the  cottages,  not  so  much  in  construction,  though 
that  is  improving,  but  in  cleanliness ; where  4 years  ago,  seven 
or  eight  notices  to  clean,  would  be  sent,  one  would  be  the  average 
now,  and  it  must  be  remenibered  that  there  are  very  few  W.C’s 
with  flushing  apparatus  in  the  poorer  houses  and  that  slops  or 
any  other  fluid  has  to  be  thrown  down  this  one  place  as  such 
things  as  sinks  are  an  unknown  quantity. 
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Scavenging’. — There  is  an  improvement  in  this  during  the 
year,  the  work  being  finished  by  1 p.m.  I would  suggest  that 
bins  be  provided  to  put  refuse  in  at  the  bottom  of  the  Conigre 
and  Well-path  and  the  top  of  Tory. 

I have  visited  the  Elementary  and  the  Technical  School, 

Christ  Church  has  carried  out  all  the  requirements  of  the  County 
Council  as  regards  Ventilation,  Trinity  has  rebuilt  and  enlarged 
some  of  its  sanitary  arrangements,  as  has  the  Technical  School, 
Mason’s  Lane  School  is  in  the  same  condition  as  it  was  last  year, 
the  requirements  of  the  County  Council  being  under  consideration. 

In  my  report  last  year,  I said  that  with  the  exception  of  the 
Ventilation  of  the  Private  Baths  and  W.C.’s,  the  Public  Baths 
were  in  every  way  satisfactory ; this  exception  has  now  been 
made  good,  adding  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  persons  going 
there  and  the  Caretaker,  as  before  this  improvement  was  carried 
out,  steam  &c.,  found  its  way  into  the  living  rooms  of  the  house ; 
from  a sanitary  point  of  these  Baths  are  now  most  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  you  authorised  me  to  have  printed  and 
distributed,  some  of  the  main  points  in  the  home  treatment  of 
Phthisis,  more  especially  emphasising  the  way  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  this  infectious  disease ; it  is  too  early  yet  to  see  any 
result  and  till  people  are  more  educated  in  the  value  of  fresh  air 
and  the  great  danger  to  others,  there  is  in  promiscuous  spitting 
by  persons  suffering  from  this  disease,  we  shall  not  see  much 
diminuition  in  the  death  rate  from  it. 

The  whole  of  Huntley’s  Hill  has  been  drained,  thus  greatly 
adding  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district.  Again  I strongly 
urge  the  Council  to  have  the  older  portion  of  the  drainage 
overhauled  as  owing  to  the  old  clay  joints  having  disappeared 
there  is  a grave  risk  to  the  water  when  the  mains  are  empty. 

Water  Supply. — Except  for  two  months  in  the  autumn  this 
has  been  adequate.  I would  again  recommend  that  the  water  be 
analysed  every  quarter.  The  whole  district  is  supplied  by  town  water 
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with  the  exception  of  about  31  houses  which  are  supplied  from  seven 
wells. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — I have  visited  all  the  factories 
in  the  town  and  have  found  the  regulations  carried  out.  At  the 
Eubher  Mills  fans  are  kept  working  where  deliterious  matter  is 
used,  floors  are  drained  in  the  water-using  department,  and  the 
whole  place  is  being  fitted  with  electric  light  ; the  Sanitary  arrange- 
ments are  as  nearly  perfect  as  possible  and  when  the  new  shops  are 
finished  the  factory  will  be  in  a most  satisfactory  condition. 
The  Cloth  Mill  and  Eag  Factory  are  also  well  looked  after.  There 
is  one  Contractor’s  yard  where  machinery  is  used.  The  bakehouses 
I have  also  visited  as  well  as  the  slaughter  houses,  all  of  which  are 
well  kept.  The  three  breweries  keep  their  Sanitary  arrangements 
fairly,  and  have  their  floors  drained  wEere  the  w^et  w’ork  is  per- 
formed. The  printing  wmrks  are  well  kept  and  have  separate 
Sanitary  arrangements  for  men  and  wmmen.  Of  the  eight  carpen- 
ters and  contractors  some  have  been  visited  and  nothing  to  complain 
of  found.  Very  little  outwork  is  done  in  ihe  area,  a few  sacks  may 
be  made  in  the  year,  and  occasionally  an  article  of  clothing  may  be 
taken  home  from  a tailor,  but  of  regular  out  workers  such  as  are 
found  in  large  towns  there  are  none.  No  cases  of  lead  poisoning 
have  come  to  my  knowledge  during  the  past  year  either  at  the 
Eubher  mills  or  amongst  the  painters  or  plumbers.  I have  not 
received  any  complaints  of  the  other  workshops  in  the  area  nor 
have  I found  anything  requiring  notices  to  be  served  on  the  owmers, 
taking  them  on  the  whole  they  are  in  a satisfactory  condition.

Gentlemen, 

The  population  of  your  District  is  probably 
diminishing.  A number  of  old  residents  have  left  Holy- 
moorsido,  and  most  likely  the  exodus  from  that  village 
will  continue  now  the  Mills  are  closed.  On  the  other 
he  nd  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  so  small  that 
itmav  be  neglected.  At  the  middle  of  1904  I estimate 
the  population  to  have  been  2700 


4 

Births  and  Deaths. 

In  1903  we  had  only  46  births.  In  1904  there 
were  only  four  more,  namely  50 — 24  bo3^s  and  26  girls. 
This  gives  an  annual  birth-rate  of  18*5  per  thousand. 
Last  year  we  had  the  lowest  birth-rate  of  any  Urban  or 
Rural  District  in  the  County,  and  it  looks  as  if  1904 
will  be  similarly  distinguished. 

The  deaths  registered  numbered  40 — 22  males 
and  18  females.  In  the  previous  year  the  number  was 
only  27,  but  that  was  an  exceptionally  low  figure.  The 
death-rate  works  out  at  14*8  per  thousand,  per  annum. 
The  average  death-rate  for  the  past  10  years  is  1 1 '6.  It 
will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  rate  for  1904  is  some- 
what higher  than  usual. 

One  person  belonging  to  our  District  died  in 
the  Chesterfield  Workhouse.  When  this  is  added  to 
our  number  we  get  a corrected  death-rate  of  15*1. 

I here  give  the  usual  classification  of  the 
causes  of  death.

The  ages  at  which  death  occurred  range  from 
6 hours  to  92  years.  Fourteen  died  at  or  over  the  age 
of  65,  and  no  fewer  than  seven  oi  these  were  over  80, 
Eight  deaths  were  occasioned  by  respiratory  diseases, 
giving  a respiratory  death-rate  of  2‘9  per  thousand. 
Only  one  death  was  caused  by  Cancer  against  2 in 
the  preceding  year. 


Infantile  Mortality . 

There  were  nine  deaths  under  the  age  of 
one  year,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  225 
per  thousand  births,  which  is  the  largest  figure  we 
have  yet  had.  T'he  causes  of  these  deaths  were  as 
here  set  down  : —

It  will  be  seen  that  our  high  infantile  mor- 
tality is  due  to  a variety  of  complaints.  The  hot, 
dry  summer  made  diarrhoea  unusually  prevalent  in 
the  Borough,  and  occasioned  many  infantile  deaths. 
In  our  District — Urban  in  name  only — we  see  com- 
paratively little  of  it,  I,;ast  year  we  had,  perhaps, 
more  cases  than  usual,  and  one  death  is  certified  as 
due  to  it.  Infected  milk  is  no  doubt  the  cause  of 
this  complaint  amongst  children,  and  bottle-fed 
babies  suffer  more  frequently  than  breast-fed,  al- 
though these  by  no  means  escape  as  often  as  might 
be  supposed.  In  these  latter  cases  the  infecting 
germ  I believe  is  often  introduced  by  the  agency  of 
dirty  dummy  teats.  The  pernicious,  and  all  but 
universal  custom  of  employing  these  “baby’s  com- 
forters’’ is  responsible,  I believe,  for  many  of  the  di- 
gestive disorders  of  childhood.  Mothers  are  often 
very  careful  about  the  cleanliness  of  the  feeding  bottle, 
and  the  purity  and  sweetness  of  the  milk,  but  the 
dummy  receives  practically  no  care.  Hung  round 
the  child’s  neck  it  remains  from  day  to  day  without 
attention  ; and  in  hot  weather,  when  moistened  by 
saliva  and  milk  from  the  child’s  mouth,  it  must  become 
a veritable  germ  factory. 

Consumption. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  4 deaths  were  occasioned 
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by  Phthisis,  giving  a Phthisical  death-rate  of  1*4  per 
thousand.  One  death  was  due  to  Tubercular  Disease 
of  the  bowels.  The  number  is  larger  than  we  usually 
have.  In  this  connection  I may  remind  you  that 
the  modern  view  is  that  this  complaint  is  not  hereditary 
as  was  at  one  time  supposed.  No  doubt  the  type  of 
constitution  most  vulnerable  to  the  disease  is  inherited  ; 
but  the  actual  exciting  cause  is  a germ — the  Tuber- 
cul^  ba^cillus.  The  practical  use  of  this  knowledge 
is  that  it  shows  the  necessity  for  taking  measures  to 
prevent  the  dissemination  of  these  germs.  The  sputum 
is  no  doubt  the  most  ready  agency  by  which  the  infec- 
tion is  spread,  and  patients  suffering  from  this  com- 
plaint cannot  exercise  too  much  care  in  ensuring  that 
their  sputum  is  immediately  disinfected  or  destroyed. 
Dr.  Barwise  suggests  the  provision  for  the  County  of 
a Sanitorium  for  the  reception  of  such  cases.  There 
they  would  be  taught  the  various  hygienic  measures 
practiced  under  what  is  known  as  the  fresh  air  cure  ; 
and  they  would  be  removed  from  the  opportunity  of 
infecting  others.  Another  probable  method  by  means 
of  which  Tubercular  Disease  is  spread,  is  through  the 
agency  of  milk  and  infected  meat.  And  this  brings  me 
to  speak  of  the 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk-Shops  Orders. 

In  my  reports  for  I897  and  1900.  I brought 
these  matters  to  your  notice,  and  I cannct  do  better 
than  quote  from  them.  “At  present  we  have  no  special 
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control  over  these  places,  but  under  these  Orders  you 
have  power  to  make  regulations  compelling  the  Regis- 
tration of  all  cowkeepers,  dairymen,  and  purveyors  of 
milk;  and  your  Officers  would  have  power  to  inspect 
all  cowsheds  and  dairies.  The  object,  of  course,  is  to 
ensure  that  this  trade,  which  has  such  an  im.portant  re- 
lation to  the  health  of  the  community,  is  carried  on 
with  a due  regard  to  sanitation,  ventilation,  air  space 
and  general  cleanliness.  In  our  District  where  so  many 
keep  cows,  and  send  the  milk  or  butter  to  market,  the 
number  of  names  on  such  a Register  would  be  very 
large.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  disease  known 
as  Tuberculosis  is  often  conveyed  by  infected  milk,  and 
over-crowding  and  bad  sanitation  foster  this  complaint 
amongst  cattle.  It  is  often  a hardship  to  interfere  too 
much  with  existing  arrangements,  but  the  importance 
of  the  subject  requires  that  everything  should  be  done 
to  protect  the  public  from  the  risk  attending  the  con- 
sumption of  infected  dairy  produce.  And  when  we 
consider  the  very  large  number  of  cows  affected  with 
Tubercular  Disease,  the  risk  is  by  no  means  an 
imaginary  one.”  Since  that  was  written  I have  not 
pressed  the  matter  for  two  reasons.  First,  because  a 
high  authority  cast  doubt  on  the  identity  of  the  dis- 
ease in  man  and  animals.  This  caused  the  subject 
to  be  treated  in  a somewhat  luke-warm  manner.  A 
Royal  Commission  was  appointed  to  investigate  this 
question,  and  its  interim  Report  states  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  disease  is  the  same  in  man  and  animals. 
The  subject  has  therefore  resumed  its  former  import- 
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ance.  Secondly,  I was  under  the  impression  that  you 
could  either  adopt  these  Orders  or  not  as  you  pleased. 
It  appears,  however,  that  you  have  no  choice  in  the 
matter.  They  are  obligatory  in  all  Districts.  Steps 
must  therefore  be  taken  to  enforce  these  Orders,  and 
the  first  thing  is  to  provide  a Register.  When  you 
consider  that  our  District  has  an  area  of  over  10,000 
acres,  and  that  dairy  farming  is  its  chief  industry  the 
work  required  will  be  very  considerable,  I am  afraid 
if  these  Orders  are  to  be  carried  out  satisfactorily  it 
will  mean  an  increased  remuneration, 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Ill  May,  Whooping  Cough  became  very  pre- 
valent at  Walton,  So  many  children  were  affected 
that  it  was  decided  to  close  the  school  for  three  weeks 
from  the  1st  June.  Thereafter,  the  summer  holidays 
began,  and  on  re-opening  most  of  the  children  had  re- 
covered.

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One  case  of  Scarlatina,  complicated  with  a 
Diptheritic  throat,  proved  fatal. 

One  of  the  Typhoid  patients  lived  at  Wadshelf. 
Such  sanitary  defects  as  were  found  were  of  a trivial 
character.  The  other  case  occurred  in  Walton  Lane  in 
the  next  house  to  one  where  I had  a similar  case  some 
years  ago.  The  houses  there  drain  into  cesspools  at  the 
end  of  the  garden^  and  these  are  constructed  of  too 
small  a capacity.  The  result  is  that  now  and  again  they 
overflow  on  the  garden  walks  and  constitute  a nuisance. 
Your  Inspector  has  served  the  owner  with  notice  to  have 
them  emptied  at  proper  intervals,  and  he  is  keeping 
them  under  observation.  If  the  nuisance  is  allowed  to 
recur  larger  cesspools  must  be  put  down. 

In  each  case  of  intectious  disease  visits  have 
been  paid  by  your  Inspector  and  myself.  Disinfectants 
have  been  supplied,  with  instructions  for  their  use,  and 
the  premises  have  afterwards  been  disinfected  by  burn- 
ing sulphur.  With  a few  exceptions  this  work  has  been 
carried  out  by  your  Inspector,  In  one  case  in  Ashgate 
Road,  the  Chesterfield  Sanitary  Authority  disinfected 
the  house  and  bedding  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 
Some  years  ago  I endeavoured  to  have  an  arrangement 
made  wdth  the  Chesterfield  Authority  by  which  they 
would  disinfect  bedding,  &c.,  from  our  infectious  cases 
in  their  steam  disinfector  ; but  the  fees  asked  were 
quite  prohibitive,  I believe  the  disinfection  is  now 
done  at  the  Penmore  Hospital — an  institution  in  which 
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you  have  an  interest,  and  to  which  our  Scarlatina 
and  Typhoid  cases  may  now  be  sent.  It  might  now 
be  possible  to  come  to  some  more  reasonable  arrange- 
ment as  to  charges,  and  I would  suggest  that  your 
representative  on  the  Hospital  Committee  should 
bring  the  matter  forward. 

Sewage  Works. 

I have  on  several  occasions  visited  the 
Sewage  Works  at  Holymoorside  and  Cutthorpe.  As 
you  are  aware  the  sewage  filtering  beds  at  Cutthorpe  are 
of  very  little  use  as  hardly  any  sewage  gets  there.  It  is 
lost  on  the  way  escaping  from  badly  constructed  drains 
and  is  probably  ultimately  deposited  in  old  pit  workings. 
I do  not  know  what  arrangement  you  have  with  the 
care-taker,  but  the  beds  have  a very  untidy  appearance. 
1 think  they  should  be  cultivated  and  kept  in  better 
order.  If  the  place  cannot  be  useful  it  might  be  a little 
more  ornamental. 

At  Holymoorside  some  fresh  filtering  material 
has  been  put  down,  A recent  sample  of  the  effluent  I 
found  on  examination  to  be  of  fair  qualit}'.  As  you 
know  from  my  former  Reports  our  method  of  supplying 
the  sewage  to  the  filters  is  a wrong  one.  Intermittent 
distribution  should  be  adopted.  This  would  be  easier 
of  accomplishment  if  we  had  a little  more  fall.  At 
Chesterfield  they  have  adopted  the  system  of  revolving 
arms.  I see  no  reason  why  a similar  method  could  not 
be  used  at  your  works,  For  some  years  we  have  not 
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had  much  trouble  with  the  dye-waste  in  the  Sewage  ; 
but  we  shall  no  longer  have  occasion  to  grumble  on  this 
account  as  the  mills  at  Holymoorside  have  now  been 
closed,  I think  I express  your  sentiments  when  I say 
we  would  willingly  have  suffered  what  inconvenience  we 
have  had  from  the  dye-waste,  and  more  of  it,  if  only  the 
mills  'had  continued  at  work.  Their  closure  must  make 
a great  difference  to  the  prosperity  of  Holymoorside, 
and  your  District.  We  can  only  hope  that  they  will 
not  long  remain  without  a fresh  tenant. 

Water  Supply. 

Walton  now  enjoys  a good  water  supply  and 
may  occasion  you  no  more  anxiety.  I think  we  do  not 
quite  appreciate  what  the  Chesterfield  Water  Board  has 
done  there.  The  money  spent  has  been  very  consider- 
able, and  the  return  very  inadequate.  Some  trouble 
was  experienced  during  the  summer  before  last  owing  to 
the  rapid  growth  of  green  vegetable  matter  which  choked 
the  pipes  and  made  the  water  unpleasant  to  use.  The 
Water  Board  is  now  having  the  Reservoir  covered  in  to 
exclude  the  light,  and  in  this  way  prevent  the  growth  of 
this  vegetation. 

At  Cutthorpe  and  Old  Brampton  the  position 
is  much  the  same.  When  I wrote  my  last  Annual  Re- 
port I was  hopeful  that  the  question  of  a water  supply  for 
these  places  was  about  to  be  settled.  The  subject  has 
been  before  you  from  time  to  time.  Letters  have  been 
exchanged  at  intervals  during  the  year  between  your 
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Council  and  the  Water  Board  without  much  result 
For  this  there  are  several  reasons.  Chesterfield  has 
in  recent  years  had  an  abundant  supply,  and  felt  no 
pressing  need  for  extraneous  help.  On  the  other  hand, 
you  were  offering  to  give  what  is  not  really  yours  in 
exchange  for  a very  expensive  and  unremunerative 
water  scheme  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Board.  I be- 
lieve the  Water  Board  could  obtain  the  surplus  water 
at  Whispering  Well  without  your  help.  At  the  same 
time  I have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Water  Board 
is  anxious  to  obtain  your  goodwill  and  cooperation 
in  the  matter,  and  it  is  also  willing  to  meet  you  with  re- 
gard to  a supply  for  Cutthorpe  and  Old  Brampton. 
The  dry  winter  with  the  consequent  low  state  of  the 
Reservoirs  at  Linacre,  makes  this  a very  favourable 
opportunity  of  coming  to  terms.  I have  discussed 
the  question  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Water  Com- 
mittee, also  with  your  Chairman  and  other  members 
of  the  Council,  and  I believe  the  matter  can  now  be 
settled  once  and  for  all  on  mutually  advantageous 
terms.* 

^ Since  above  was  written  an  agreement  has  been  signed 
embodying  the  following  provisions. 

1.  Chesterfield  to  take  the  surplus  water  at  Holymoorside. 

2.  Holymoorside  in  time  of  scarcity  always  to  have  first 
claim  on  the  water. 

3.  Chesterfield  to  take  over  existing  mains  and  maintain 
them. 

4.  Existing  houses  to  have  a free  supply  for  15  years  : 
thereafter  to  pay  water  rate. 

5.  New  houses  to  pay  water  rate. 

6.  Four  public  troughs  to  be  placed  in  the  village. 

7.  A pipe  supply  to  be  laid  in  Baslow  Road,  Cutthorpe,  and 
Old  Brampton. 

8.  The  water  rate  charged  in  your  District  to  be  the  same 
as  in  the  outer  part  of  the  Borough. 
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Slaughter-Houses,  Factories,  and  Workshops. 

There  are  live  Slaughter-houses  on  the  Regis- 
ter, and  your  Inspector  has  paid  numerous  visits.  All 
except  one  are  in  a satisfactory  condition,  and  the  ex- 
ception is  having  our  attention, 

Only  tour  Workshops  are  on  the  Register. 
There  are  still  one  or  two  unregistered,  and  I have 
called  your  Inspector’s  attention  to  the  matter.  Visits 
have  been  paid  to  these  places  and  they  are  all  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  I have  made  my  usual  inspec- 
tion of  the  Mill  at  Holymoorside. 

Dr.  Barwise  asks  for  particulars  of  Lodging- 
houses,  but  there  are  not  any  in  our  District.  He  also 
asks  for  information  as  to  the  Sanitary  condition  of  our 
Schools.  All  of  them  are  comparatively  modern  and  in 
good  sanitary  condition.  More  frequent  visits  will  be 
paid  to  them  this  year,  to  ensure  that  as  regards  clean- 
liness, ventilation,  etc.,  they  are  kept  in  the  best  pos- 
sible condition. 

In  some  respects  the  Report  for  the  year  is 
not  so  satisfactory  as  some  that  have  preceded  it,  but  in 
a sparsely  populated  District  like  ours  when  we  deal 
with  small  figures  the  years  must  vary  considerably. 
The  average  over  a period  of  years  may  be  considered 
good.  At  present  we  have  only  one  infected  house. 

Dr.  Barwise  in  his  Annual  Report  gives  the

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REPORT  BY  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  my  Annual  Report  I may  say  it  has  been 
difficult  to  carry  out  the  duties  as  I could  have  wished,  owing  to 
the  Council’s  Bye-laws  being  out  of  print.  Nevertheless  a fair 
amount  of  work  has  been  done.  A fresh  supply  of  Bye-laws  has 
been  printed,  and  the  work  will  be  easier  in  the  future. 

Water  has  at  different  times  been  very  scarce  at  Cut- 
thorpe,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  Green  Well,  the  inconvenience 
would  have  been  much  greater.  One  connection  has  been  made 
to  the  mains  at  Holymoorside,  and  one  leakage  has  been  made 
good. 

One  of  the  Sewage  Filtering  Beds  at  Holymoorside  has 
been  partly  renewed  at  little  cost  to  the  Council,  through  the  kind- 
ness of  Mr.  Bingham  in  allowing  me  to  cart  engine  ashes  from  the 
Mills  free  of  cost.  I should  like  the  permission  of  the  Council  to 
include  a sum  in  my  next  Estimates  for  the  repairing  of  the  fences 
round  the  Sewage  Farm  at  Cutthorpe. 

Subjoined  is  a summary  of  other  work  done  in  connection 
with  my  Office.
